Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: The prior art by Custer et a! teaches injecting 
N2 at lOOpsig across a check vave set at 2psig into water at 45-50 psig. Since the pressure of the gas is higher than that of water it 
functions to impact the flow as well as the stated purpose of concentration the water with nitrogen. Thus injection using pressure is 
taught by Custer et al, see col.4 lines 16-24. Thus, the rejections stand from the previous final rejection. Regarding applicant's argument 
about the pressure of the gas being 2pslg (see Interview summary). The pressure across the check valve is an optlmizable parameter 
and serves to Impact the flow of gas into the chemical source by adding a set amount of pressure to the pressure of the vessels the gas 
is flowing into* see US 6,098,843. Examiner maintains the request to illustrate or further detail how the gas is injected to impact flow. The 
prior art of Custer et al illustrates one way in which pressure is Increased to impact flow and the prior art of Tanaka et al and Soberanis 
et al provide other examples. 
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
